To the Village of Rutland : 

The Board of Trustees whose term of service commenced 
m April, 1876, was organized by the election of John B. 
Page as President, and James Levins as Clerk, 

R. N. Patch was elected Street Commissioner. 

The Trustees submit herewith a list of all the orders drawn 
by them upon the Treasurer, with statements in detail of the 
expenditures. 

In connection with the town, we have paved and graded 
Woodstock Avenue, one-half the expense, amounting to 
$407.64, having been paid by the village. 

The aggregate sum of orders drawn is,...... $10,409 27 

t (Not including order No. 76, to renew order 
No, 374, drawn March 1, 1871). 

The debt for orders outstanding was stated in 
the report last year to be $7,190.09. We find 
on a careful examination of the orders drawn 
and paid since 1867, that the debt for orders

There has been paid since 1870, out of the taxes voted upon 
the grand list of the village (including interest), the sum of 
$6,342.46, for payment of coupons on the water debt of the 
village. The Trustees believe this sum should be refunded 
by the wafer commissioners, so that all the debt, with the 
interest, incurred for procuring a supply of water, shall be 
paid from the income received for the use of the water. We 
therefore recommend such action as will insure this result, 
and thereby provide for the present current indebtedness, 
relieving the village of any tax upon the grand list except to 
meet the expenses of the coming year which we estimate as 
follows: 


Fire department... $2,000 00 

Gas for streets... .... 900 00 

Other expenses, including night watch... 1,100 00 


$4,000 00 

The estimate for the fire department includes the purchase 
of additional hose, which will be necessary for its efficiency. 
To raise this sum will require a tax of twenty cents on the 
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dollar. It is believed that the highway tax will be ample to 
keep the streets in good condition.
